D^ammond. one of the most prominent 
ph7«ioUn8 in thn city and a figure in 
chnroh and social circles, was arrested 
yesterday charged with secaring the 
body of Oarlton W. Kelley from the 
Friends' cemetery at Londonderry and 
dlipoting of it to a Cktlnmbot college. 

Dr. Dnunmond oonf ened to Idi oom- 
pUoity in the crime and «zpUliMd that 
he received a letter from the Ohio StAte 
university asking for material. Two 
medical stndent^, whose names have 
not been divulged, brought a letter of 
introdnotion to Dr. Dmmmond and ar- 
rangements were made to get the body 
of Bam Jones, whoie death was occa- 
sioned bj drinking three bottles of the 
essence of peppennliit. KeUej's body 
was seoored by mistake. 

The body was located in Ck>lombu8 
and returned to Ohillicothe, informa- 
tion being given with the nnderstand- 
ing that no names were to be disclosed. 
Dr. Drummond is in jail awaiting a pre- 
liminanr hearing, and the city is 
shooked by the sensational derelop- 
meats. 

Oaaollaa Bmplosloa Oansas a Fire. 
FosTORiA, O., Not. 18 —An explosion 
of a quantity of gasoline in the base- 
ment of the Allcott building caused the 
entire destruction of that structare. It 
is one of the finest busineaH biooks in 
the city. The ground Uoor was occu- 
pied by tho Maberry shoe stoie, Vogel 
Brothers' tailoring store, Western 
Union Telegraph company and the All- 
cott Hardware company. The upper 
floors were occupied by the Pioneer 
dab, the Odd Fellows and physicians' 
offioee.

Fire In a Chair Factory. 

Marietta, O., Nov. l.*}.— At 11 o'clock 
yesterday the chair factory, the biggest 
concern here, and employing 600 people, 
caught fire in the boiler reoms.

Dauntless Successful With Two 
Expeditions.

Bonri Pacific passenger train, known as 

the St. Louis fast mail, which leaves 
Kansas City at 9 p. m., was held up by 
five masked robbers at 9 :30 o'clock last 
night, at the Chicago and Alton cross- 
ing, Just east of Independence, Mo., and 
less than a mile from the famous Bhie 
Out, in which three train robberies 
have occurred within the past year. 

Two of the robbers wore disguised as 
women, and when the engineer saw 
them swinging a lantern across the 
tracks, an apparent signal of danger, 
be did not hesitate to stop. The engine 
crew were immediately covered with 
revolvers. Conductor Dennis O'Brii n 
and Hrakeman McMichael stopped out 
to sif wliat was tho matter and were 
greeted by a voUoy of bullets, which at 
once caused tho groato.st confusion in 
the passenger coaches. Tho conductor 
and brakeman were compelled to cut 
the express and baggage cars from the 
rest of the train, and the engineer and 
fireman wero moilo to get down from 
their cab. Tlie robbers ([uickly jumped 
aboard and took the engine and express 
car abcat two miles farther eaPt. where 
thoy stopped and compelled Express 
Mei'senger Willinins to ()i)en liis car. 
He ofYered no ronisiHiice, us l>e carried 
no treasure. The rnbbiTs h.ad evidently 
intended to stop the St. l^ouis limited 
night express, which leaves Kansas City 
at a Liter hour, and wert; greatly sur- 
prised upon discovering that the cars 
which they had captured contained 
nothino: of value. 

In their rage they pounced ujion the 
express massenger and went through 
his pockets, but $Z.8o was all that thev 
secured. After this they quickly left 
the tram and disappeared in the dark- 
ness. After a delay of nearly an hour 
the train was got together again and 
was started on its journey. The county 
marshal and his raon were at the scene 
of the robbery very soon, but there is 
every probability that the robbers were 
safely in Independence or Kansas City 
before an organised effort was made to 
oaptore th«B^ >_

18.— A dispatch to The 
Daily Chronicle from Havana summa- 
rizes statements by Generals Maximo 
Gomez, Arangnrcn, Arango and the 
late Adolfor Castillo, all opposing the 
acceptance of anything short of inde- 
pendence and declaring that autonomy 
would not be worth the paper it is writ- 
ten on. The same correspondent con- 
firms the report that General Castillo 
was betrayed by a false friend to the 
Spaniards, who sent a portion of the 
civil guard to lie in wait for him and 
shoot hiih as he was lenriag the mp- 
posed friend's house. 

An>nast7 For Competitor TrUonen. 

Hatana, Nov. 1!1.— Dispatches re- 
ceiT«il here from Madrid oonflrm the 
proTioos reports to the effect that the 
prisoners oaptnred on board the Anieri- 
can schooner Competitor, in April, 
l»96, will be included in the seneral 
amnesty decree soon to be issued. The 
second trial by courtmartial of the 
Competitor's crew was to have begun 
on Monday last, but was postponed on 
account of the sickness of the president 
of the Qoort.

police have seized 800 rifles intended for 
the Carlists.

REVIEW OF TRADE.

Condition of Bnalaeae. 

New York, Nov. 13.— R. G. Dun & 
Company's weekly review of trade says : 
Colder and more stormy wentlier, so 
long needed to accelerate distribution of 
winter goods, has materially helped in 
some quarters, and the reselting im- 
proTement in retail trade is mentioned 
in nearly eTery uortliom dispatch this 
week, so that ordern to fill stocks liavo 
been encouraging, and in some brunches 
the multitude of demands for immedi- 
ate delivery, show that the distribution 
to consumers has already gone much be- 
yond the expectation of dealers. But 
this is not yet tha general rule, and 
with complaints of delayed trade from 
other qnarters, there still remains the 
eztensiTe shrinkage caused by fever and 

?iuarantines at the sontli. It is, there- 
ore the more surprising in that the vol- 
ume of all payments through clearing- 
houses continues about as large as in 
and Kt.T per cent, larger than last 
year. Railroad earnings also nearly 
equal those of 1892 for the first week of 
November and half the mileage in the 
United States shows earnings in Octo- 
ber of $50,354,41)0, or 8 per cent larger 
than last year, and 2.2 per cent larger 
than 1K93. Speculative markets feel dis- 
appointiueut because prices do not rise 
farther and faster, but it is fortunate 
for producers and dealers that the ex- 
perience of some past years in that re- 
spect has not been repeated. There is 
nothing to cause general reaction, the 
purchasing power of the people is grad- 
ually increasing and after the lull 
Which follows extensive replenishment 
of stocks, trade should give ample evi- 
dence of that increase. 

The output of iron furnaces Nov. 1 
was 218,lotf tons weekly, agtdnst 200,- 
1S9 Oct. 1, a gain of 6.1 per eent, and 
unsold stocks decreased 48,690 tons in 
October, indicating a larger consump- 
tion in manufactures than ever before, 
CTen when the output of pig was 
pushed by swiftly auTancing prices to 
the highest point, 817.689 tons, Nov. 1, 
1896. Prioes of iron products rose that 
year 65.8 per oent, hnt are now not 4 
per oent higher than Jane 9. The enor- 
mous output, with some more furnaces 
started in NoTomber, oansea but a slight 
decline in Bessemer pig to $10.35 at 
Pittsburg, with no deoune in other pig 
there, at the east, or Chicago, and no 
fall in prioee of finished products, ex- 
cept a shade in angles. While most 
works haTO orders for the rest of the 
year, and in sheets and some other 
branches are far behind in deliTeries, 
aew orders are few, but include one for 
1,000. oars at Chicago and one for 400 at 
Pittsburg, one for an armored ship at 
Chester, many for small buildings and 
for St. Vincent's hospital and three 
school houses here, many for bridges, 
with some for the drainage canal at 
Chicago, a lively demand for hoops, 
and a large export business, with a 
quantity of bars for Asia. 

Woolen mills generally have orders 
for three months ahead, and are not 
seeking farther engagements. Large 
sales of speculatiTo lots of wool at 
prices not stated suggest that it may be 
lower before the mills need further or- 
ders. A year ago the price began to 
mount, with heaTy speculation, and has 
risen 69 per cent, without reaction in 
quotations, while the rise in goods av- 
erages but 14 per cent. 

Tlie decline in cotton and the slow 
demand for goods, owing in part to 
warm weather, have led cotton mills 
to confer about curtailment of dkhIuc- 
tion, and further reductions liavo been 
ina<le in brown sheetings and drills, 
pr nts and by jobbers in bleached trrxxls. 
Cotton declined an eighth to 6.^7 cents 
for middling uplands, and both exports 
and takings of «pianers haTe be^n 
large. 

Wheat dropried over 2 cents, but has 
not since risen as much with hi'avy 
buying for export. Western receipts 
continue heavy in tsvo weeks 14,0:.'S,1H)7 
bushels, against 10,681,1!'-' last year, 
while Atlantic exports, flour included, 
have been 0,56^,045 bushels, against 
3,021,V'ril last year. An English author- 
ity reckons the world's yield at 101,000,- 
UUO bushels less than last year, which 
v/onld mean a market forMltlUaeoan- 
try has to spare. 

Corn exports are again larger than 
last year and the price has risen 1 r>-8 
cents. Later prices of nieatt* do not in- 
dicate that formers have as yet much 
inducement to save corn for feeding. 

Failures for the week have been 291 
in the United States, against 2Tu last 
year, and 2i in Canada, against 46 last 

y««. '

Kankaker, Ills., Not. 18.— The Riv- 
erview hotel burned yesterday. The 
fire originated in the basement. Tho 
loss is 186,000: insurance, $l'0,000. The 
hotel was built by tho Illinois Central 
railway and Emory Cobb of Kankakee 
in 1885 and was a wooden structure. 
The interior of the building was Georgia 
pine. The structure burned in 80 min- 
utes. Robert Goodwin and C. W. 
Best saved themselTes by jumping from 
a third story window. Goodwin \^as 
badly bruised. Best reoeiTed a broken 
leg. Forty guests barely eeoaped with 
their liTes. The guests lost most of 
their dothing and Taluables. 

Fonna Corpiea in a Well. 

Rome, Nov. 13. — The existence of a 
powerful gang of criminals, murderers 
and thieves, has been revealed by the 
disoorery ot three oorpees in a well at 
AraTclla, near Palermo. ' It is believed 
that the gang numbers 100 ; and orer 40 
crimes are attributed to its members.

LonsviLi.K, Nov. IS.— James R. .Sov- 
ereign, who has been general master 
workman of the Knighto of Labor for 
the past four years or more, and who 
during that time has been one of the 
ablest champions at the order and its 
doctrines, was yesterday afternoon re- 
lieved of his oflflce by the general asseni 
bly, which has been in session in this 
city since Monday last. Under ordi- 
nary conditions ^Lr. Sovereign's term 
of oiHoe would not expire nntU the next 
meeting. This, howeTer, it is said, 
makes no difference with the order, 
whoso general ofhrers during a meeting 
are always in the hands of tlie as.seni- 
bly and can be chosen and depiwt'd at 
the will of the majority. Along with 
Mr. Sovereign, there were three other 
otlicers retired because of their special 
election, viz. : T. B. McGuire, general 
worthy foreman, of AiuKterdam, N. Y., 
and Daniel Brown of Montana, and H. 
B. Martin of Minnesota, members of 
the executive committee. 

Henry A. Hicks of New York, Dis- 
trict New York city, was cliosen to 
fill Mr. Sovereitfn's place, and I. D. 
Chamberlain of I'ueblo, Colo., was 
selected as general worthy foreman. 
Sarslield Fitzpatriek of Montreal and 
Henry Kostock of Assembly ;iOO, glass 
workers, were clioscii us the two mem- 
bers of the es'.cutive board, the third 
member being .Vndn^w D. llest. 

This very decided change in the corps 
of general ofliccTs of tho Knights of La- 
bor will cause considerable astonish- 
ment in labor circles throu^rhont the 
country. t«ave to those who were on 
the '-inside." so to speak, for the past 
three months, there was absolutely 
nothing of this known. It is said, 
though the change was sudden and to- 
tally unlocked for, it was done with 
the amicable consent of all. In some 
quarters it is hinted that it had been 
prearranged before the del(>gateB gath- 
ered in this city for the general assem- 
bly. On f.rood authority it is l(>arned 
that it was with Mr. Sovcreifrn's most 
hoiirty approval that he stt^p down and 
out. It is likewise with the apprecia- 
tion, and in fact love of his brethren of 
the order, that this is done. The same 
holds good with the other oflicers who 
were reheved. Mr. .Sovereign stated 
last night that he wished retirement. 
He wanted rest froai the labor whidi 
the office entailed niKin him. 

Henry A. Hicks, the general master 
workman-elect, was seen after the 
meeting. He said that he did not in- 
tend to outhne the future policy of the 
oader under his administration for sev- 
eral days yet. He expressed the high- 
est ailmiration for his predecessor, say- 
ing that he thought uim one of tho 
greatest exponents of the age of the 
prime idea represented by the Knights 
of Labor.

FBAKKToar, Kt., November 11.— From 
the talk that is beard hsi* anoag Demo- 
cratic politicians from different parts of 
the State the subject of changes in the 
election law ia likely to engage the seri- 
oos attentioa of the eoi&ittg Lsgialataro. 
A groop of poUtidaaa waa diaenasing the 
need of this character of legislation to- 
day and it was stated that a bill will be 
introduced in the Hoose early in the ses- 
sion whieh, if passed, will have an im- 
portant eflect upon the future political 
complexion of the State. The measure, 
it ia understood, is to be modeled some- 
what after the Maasachosetts law, and 
will provide for doing away with party 
emblems or devices on the ballot, and 
will require the voter to mark the name 
of the candidate for whom he desirea to 
vote. This woold be praetioally an ado- 
cational qualification for suffrage, and of 
course the Republican minority will be 
solidly oppoeed to it, because of the fact 
that a majority of that party is densely 
illiterate; but if the measors sboold pass 
it would probably become a law, even 
over the veto of the Governor, as the 
Democratic majority in both branehaa of 
the Legislators ia ovarwhelming. Those 
who favor it say that in addition to the 
incentive it would give to popular educa- 
tion, the law would exercise a most 
healthy infioeBoe ovar politieal affkirs 
and over the moral atmosphere of the 
State by relieving elections of a big part 
of the "floater" element.

Halbert's Frieais Will Try ta Prwra tke 
Criaa Was fommitted hf a 
Irasip.

A letter received Wednesday by Land- 
lord Jack Cropper of the Jonetion Hotel, 
from W. C. Halbert, Prosecuting At- 
torney of Lewis County, gives oat the 
taet that an endeavor is to be made 
to clear H. D. Halbert of the murder of 
Captain Hoobler and place the crime on 
the shoolden of an unknown tramp. 

The letter aaks Mr. Cropper for all in- 
formation he can give concerning the 
man who stopped with him on the night 
of the morder, and is soppoaed to have 
been Halbert. The letter afirms that 
Halbert was at home at the time the 
morder was committed and that it is the 
belief of the famUy that the deed was 
done by a tramp in the town that day, 
who, in many respects, resembled Hal- 
bert olosely and who diaappsarad from 
the town very shortiy after tha moidar 
was committed. 

Halbert beyond doabt acted with great 
coolness on the night of the murder. 
He was at home at least very shortly after 
its occurrence, if not at the time. He 
said good by to his wife and mother and 
wrote farewell letters to absent members 
of his family. He also left a letter for his 
wife, saying that be was going away 
never to rotom, hot woold aaod for her.

Cattle.— The condition of cattle is 86. 
Pastures failed in some sections as early 
as September Ist, and since that time the 
condition hag steadily fallen off. Feed- 
ing has been necessary during the entire 
month and many farmers put their herds 
on the market for what they would bring 
rather than contend with the many diffi- 
culties in the way of a supply of water 
and the long fee«iing season intervening 
between now and spring grazing. The
